SIR, 


Hough ¥ Phyficians have laid afide 
the Syltem of Hippocrates, to em- 
brace other Syftems ; yet they have 

kept his Divifion of Parts into containing, 
contained, and thofe that give Motion; which 
is the fame as folid, fluid, and fpiritmous. 
The Knowledge of the Two Firft, and of 
the Difeafes incident to them, has been 
confiderably improved ; but far from know- 
ing the Third with the fame Clearnefs, their

Exiftence has not been proved, From thence 
proceeds the Difficulty of explaining the 
Difeafes of that fpirituous Liquor, which 
feems to ef{cape our Knowledge for no other 
Reafon, but Gécouth it does not fall under 
our Senfes. 

In order to explain the Difeafes of that 
Liquid, commonly called <Asimal Spirits, 
there is no Need to prove their Exiftence : 
It may very well be fuppofed, fince thofe 
very Men who deny the Animal Spirits, ad« 
mit another Humour in their room; te 
which, under another Name, they afcribe 
the fame Funftions, and the fame Ufe. 

I fhall only obferve , that nothing proves 
their Exiftence fo effeCtually, as the Confor. 
mity which ought te be inthe Organization 
of the Human Body, if it be confidered as 
an Hydraulick Machine, the Harmony 
whereof is only preferved by the Proportion 
of the Motion of Liquids with the Elaftici- 
ty of the Fibers of the Tubes. Why fhould 
the Nerves of chat Machine be the only Con- 
duits deftitute of all Liquor, and defigned 
for a Mechanifm difference from all others ? 
There is therefore an Humour contained in 
the Nerves 

That fame Conformity, obfervable in che 
Animal Oeconomy, leads me to a furthec 
Knowledge of that Humour ; for, if there 
is in that Machine a principal Humour, 
which is the Source of all che others, the 
latter ought to partake of the Principles of 
the former. Now becauie the Blood, which 


is that principal Humour , confifts of divers 
Principles ; in like manner all the Juices fe- 
G parated 
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parated from it do alfo confift of different 
Principles; as well as the primitive Liquor. 
Therefore the Animal Spirits, being tepa- 
rated from the Blood, cannot be an Homo- 
geneous and fimple Liquor. But what is 
their Compofition ? What Principles do 
they confift of ? 

I fhall only argue from common Notions ; 
and therefore what I fhall fay of the Com- 
pofition of the Animal Spirits, will be 
grounded upon fuch Opinions as are gene- 
rally received. Some fay, they are a Liquor, 
in which the Alkali and Volatil Sulphur 
prevail witha little Phlegm: They add that 
there is alfo in it a great deal of Erhereal 
Matter, to fill up the Vacuities occafioned 
by the Sulphurous Branches feparated by the 
Alkalis, on which they ae | the continu- 
al Motion of the f{pirituous Fluid, Orhers 
fay , the Animal Spirits are Nitrous Volatil 
Salts diluted in Phiegm with alittle Sulphur. 
Therefore all of them look upon the Animal 
Spirits as a Liquor confifting of Salt and Sul- 
phur, and confequently of Phicgm, with- 
out which the Salts’ cannot be diffolved. 
Such js the Compofition of the Blood , w/z. 
Sale, Sulphor, and Phlegm. There is no- 
thing elfe in the B'ood, befides Earth, which 
being neceflary to that Fluid in order to curb 
the Sales, would hinder the Volatilicy of the 
Spirits. The Spirits muf therefore be fub- 
qect to the fame Revolutions, and fufcepti- 
ble of the fame Motions with the Blocd: 
And confequently their Difeafes mnft be al- 
moft the fame; and we may eafily explain 
the Jatter by the tormer. 

Allthe Difeates of the Blood confift in 
the Three Vices, of Quantity, Qualiry, ard 
Motion. The fame ought to be faid of the 
Spirits: They are liable to the fame Vices, 
excepting that of Quantity increafed ; the 
true Plethora of the Spirits being as rare as 
that of the Blood. From thence I fhall de- 
duce ali their Difeafes, fuch as Phrenzy, the 
Mania, Melancholy, Madnefs,Epilepfy ,convul- 
five AffeGions, Vertigo,and Trembling. | hefe 
are the principal Difeafes of the Spirits, 
which being once known, the others may 
eaftiy be accounted for. 

The Phrentick Delirium is a eontinual Fe- 
ver of the Spirits. A Fever is only a Fer- 
mentation of the Blood, increafed either by 
the Exalration of fome of its Principles, or 
by the Mixtare of fome Extraneous Matters. 
When any Principle of the Spirits is exalted, 
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or when fome Extraneous Matter getsamon 
them j theif natural Rermentation increafes 
and a Kind of Fever arifes in that Fluid . 
which chiefly happens, when the Blood be. 
ing rarefied by the Fever, and diftending the 
Strainers, the Spirits do not come out of 
them pure, but carry along with them a 
coarfe Salt, or fome other Matter, the Mix. 
ture whereof difturbs their regular Motion, 
Such a difturbed Motion occafions all the 
Symptoms of Phrenzy, as you very well 
know. Should I undertake to explain them 
I could not doit, Sir, without mittruftine 
your Penetration. I fhall only add, that this 
Difeafe offers the fame Indications as a con- 
tinual Fever: The Motion of the Spirits 
muft be abated by frequent Bleeding, and 
cooling Remedies; they muft be difinrangled 
from an Extraneous Mixture by Emeticks 
and Purges, and reftored to their natural 
State by Anodyns and Narcoricks. 

I look upon the Mauia asa lingring Fever 
in the Spirits; for in the Blood a lir gring 
Fever differs only from a continual] Fever,b 
its Duration and Violence, which bein 
fometimes very great at firft, is quickly aba 
ted: ihe fame Caules that produce it, keep 
it up in that Degree of Diminution to which 
it is reduced. What isthe Mania, but a 
longer and continual Phrenzy? It beyins 
fometimes with Violence; but being quick. 
ly allayed, it continues in 4 moderate State. 

In this Cafe it is not the Blood rarefied by 
a Fever, which diftends and relaxes che 
Strainers of che Spirits: They are fuch by 
their own Conformation, which is either 
natural, or occafioned by fome Excefs ; from 
thence proceeds that ftubborn Mania, 
which is Proof againft al! Remedies, it be- 
ing extremely difficult to reftore the Tomas of 
thofe Parts. Or fome Principle of the Spi- 
rits is exalted by fome Excefs ; and in this 
Cafe the Mania may be cured by the firft Re- 
medies ; but the fame Excefs never fails to 
produce it again, and at laft it grows incu- 
rable. 

Thx ufoal Method of curing the Mania 
feems to be grounded upon that Theory. 
The fame Remedies are made Ufe of for 
that Difcafe as for a lingring Fever: Phyf- 
cians allay the Humours, temper the Spirits, 
and sath them by Bleeding, Purging, Eme- 
ticks, Abforbents, Coolers, Bathing, Whey, 
and other Remedies of that Nature. Ireckon 
Emeticks among them, becaufe I am difcour- 
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fing of the lingring effential Fever, the Prin- 
ciple whereot lies fometimes in the Sto- 


mach. 


For 
lingring Fever, called Symptemasick by Phy- 
ficians, which depends upon another Dif- 


you know, Sir, there is another 


eafe , fuch as an Ulcer. To this I compare 
Melancholy , which is a particular Manis 
about one fingle thing. It depends upon an 
Impreffion made in one Pa t of the Brain by 
fome Obje&, with which the fick Perfon has 
been ftrongly affetted: And as the Blood 
going throvgh a vitiated Part, contra¢ts a 
Matter proper to keep up a lingring Fever ; 
in like Manner the Spirits going through 
that Pare of the Brain, which has been 
ftrongly effected , get a vicious Configurati- 
on, which occafions the Melancholy Delirium. 
Hence itisthat this Kind of M.nia, be- 
fides the common Remedies , requires fome 
others, to reftore and ftrengthen that Part 
of the Brain, which has been affe@ted ; asin 
a Symptomatick Fever the ufual Remedies 
are attended with Specifick ones for the Part 
affected. 

Perhaps, Sir, you will be furprized, if I 
reckon Epilepfy among Intermitting Fevers. 
My Conje&ture will appear to you lefs bold, 
after I have drawn up a Paralle] between 
thofe Two Difeafes. Epilepfy has its peri- 
odical Returns as well as the Fever; and if 
they are neither fo regular, nor fo frequent, 
‘tis becaufe the Spirits do not run fo regu- 
larly as the Blood , and becaufe being more 
Volatil, they have alfo more Strength to 
overcome the Obftacles that might bring 
again the Paroxyf{im. 

There are Two ufual Caufes of intermit- 
ting Fevers. Some believe they proceed 
from an acid Chyle, or fome other Humour, 
which gets into the Blood at feveral times. 
Orhers will have it, that they are occafioned 
by an Obftruction in fome Part of the Body, 
and in the whole Habic at the Extremity of 
the Capillary Veffels. Te were needlefs to 
explain the Effeéts of thofe Two Caufes to 
a Perfon initiated into our Myfteries. In 
like manner Phyficians acknowledge Two 
Caufes of Epilepfy. One of them is an acid 
Humour, which the Blood contra&s in fome 
Part of the Body, and which being convey- 
ed into the Brain by the Laws of Circulation, 
is feparated from it together with the Spirits, 
Such are the Epilepfies, which depend upon 
fome Im perfedtion of the Parts lying out of 
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the Brain. The other Caufe is an Obftru- 
&ion in the Brain it felf, occafioned either 
by an Extraneous Matter, or by the Com. 
preffion of the adjacent Parts , or by an im- 
perfe&t Conformationeither Natural or Acci- 
dental. Such Epilepfies are called Idiopathict 
by Phyficians. 

In the Beginning of a Fever, there hap- 
pens fometimes a Kind of Interception of 
the Circulation of the Blood, which occa- 
fions a Shivering. ‘The Obftru&ion, which 
is the Caufe of Epilepfy, fufpends for fome 
time the Motion and Diftribution of the 
Spirits; which is the Reafon why the fick 
Perfon falls and lofes his Senfes. Some In- 
termitting Fevers are attended with no Shi- 
vering . or only with a fmall one. There 
are alfo fome Fits of Epilepfy, in which the 
fick Perfon does not fall; and others, in 
which he only grows alittle giddy, without 
lofing his Senfes. 

When the Shivering is over, the Blood 
being difturbed by thatAcid Matter ,ferments 
irregularly, or having overcome the Obfkacle 
that ftopt its Courte, it runs with greater 
Impetuoficy, like thofe Rivers, the Waters 
whereof being for fome time fufpended, 
overflow with more Rapidity and Violence ; 
which occafions the Heat of a Fever. In 
like manner the Spirits breaking through the 
Obftacle which they meet in their Way, 
overflow with greater Violence; and the 
fick Perfon, who had- been for fome time 
without any Motion, ftruggles and tumbles 
with irregular Motions. 

The Blood being thus agitated carries 
along with it the Feverifh Matter , and fub- 
dues it: That Matter comes out with the 
Sweat, or finks into the prime Vie; which 
puts an End to the Fir, till a new one begins 
again by another like Matter, that is produ- 
ced in the Blood, or gets into it from elfe~ 
where. In like manner the Epileptick Mat- 
ter being carried away by the rapid Motion 
of the Spirits, and wafted by their Volatili- 
ty, the fick Perfon recovers his Senfes , and 
the Fit is over , till a new one is occafioned 
by anew Obftruction. 

As for what concerns Convulfions end Cone 
wulfive Motions, the former feem to be only a 
Swelling of the Nerves, or a Tenfion, occa. 
fioned by the great Plenty of opie deter- 
mined towards that Part which fuffers an Ir- 


ritation; or by an Impreflion made in the 
Brain it felf, fo chat the Spirits have then 
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the fame Effe& upon the Nerves, as the ob- 
ftruéted Blood upon the Flefh in the Phieg- 
mon. Hence it is that the Confequences of 
both Difeafes are equally dangerous. Hence 
it is that fach Remedies ought to be ufed, as 
are proper to moiften and relax the ftretched 
Fibers in both Diftempers, and then thofe 
which are able to reftore their Elafticity, and 
to drive away the obftru&ed Humour. 

As for Convulfive Motions, either. they 
begin in the Parts, or inthe Brain. Whe- 
ther they begin in the one or the other, ’tis 
always an Obftru&ion occafioned by fome 
Matter, or by the great Plenty of Spirits 
conveyed to the Part by its Irritation, or de- 
termined by fome other Caufe. And as the 
Blood being obftru&ed in an Inflammation, 
either External or Internal, occafions a Fe- 
ver ; in like manner the Spirits, when ob- 
ftru&ted, break out into irregular Motions, 
and getting into the Mufcles move them 
againft the Will: From whence it appears 
that Convulfive Motions are like a Fever, 
which follows an Inflammation. 

A malignant Fever muft needs have an 
Affinity with fome Difeafe of the Spirits, as 
well as all others. You will doubrlefs pre. 
vent me, and judge that ic muft havea Re- 
lation with Madn«fs, and other Difeafes of 
that Kind. A malignant Fever deftroys the 
Contexture of the Blood to fuch a Degree, 
that it diffolves ; or feveral Concretions are 
occafioned by it, which produce fo many 
difmal Symptoms with which they are at- 
tended. Aydropholia does fo diflolve che 
Contexture of the Spirits, that they fly our 
into many irregular Motions, which difturb 
Reafon, and diforder the Animal Occono- 
my. FEomitthe Explication of the princi- 
pal Symptom, from which that Difeafe has 
its Name: That Explication is too long to 
be inferred here. 

There happens in the Vertigo and7remblings 
fomething like that, which happens in the 
Palpitation. That Difeafe, which is reckoned 
among thofe of the Heart, is neverthelefs a 
Symptom of the Motion of the Blood inter. 
rupted, either by Clods, or by a wrong 
Conformation in the Heart, or in the Arte- 
ries. In fuch Cafes all the Blood not being 
able to come out of the Heart, what remains 
is driven back by the Contra&ion of that 
Vifcus ; and this Second Impreffion added 
to the Firft makes it go back by a circular 
Motion like a Whirling, which.communis 
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cates to the Heart and Arteries-tha 
tate Motion, and that Kind of T 
which makes the Palpitation. 

To explain the Vertige according to thar 
Notion , it muft be fuppofed that a Circular 
Motion is always compounded, either of 
many ftrait Motions, which the frequent 
Meeting of other Bodies diverts at every 
Moment, or of Two opretine, but unequal 
Determinations. If therefore the Spirits 
running along a nervous Tube, find from 
time to time {mall Rubs occafioned either by 
obftru&ed Matters , or by the Impreffion of 
the adjacent Bodies, their direé& Motion 
will be interrupted ; and the Spirits bein 
forced te turn afide at every Moment, mut 
move round: Or the Spirits being forced 
by the Meeting of an unfurmountable Ob. 
{tacle to run back, and being all along pref. 
fed by thofe that defcend, which havea 
greater Force than thofe that flow back; the 
Spirits, I fay, being driven by Two contra. 
ry and unequal Motions, cannot avoid mo- 
ving in a Circular Motion : Thus Whirlings 
are formed in a fwift River, near a Bridge, 
or near fome other Dike, whereby the Stream 
is interrupted, 

Objects feem to go round in that Difeafe, 
becaufe the Spirits that flow back from the 
Organ, being moved with thofe of the Brain, 
are carried away by the latter, according to 
their Circular Determination : and becaufe 
they carry co. the Brain the Impreflion of 
the Obje@ by their Motion, and move 
round, the Objc& muft appear to move 
round alfo, 

But how comes it, will you fay, rhat che 
Sight is the only Senfe, which receives the 
Impreffion of that Circular Motion of the 
Spirits? For my own part, I believe the 
other Senfes are alfo in fome meafure affetted 
with it; for chofe who are troubled witha 
Vertigo, have moft times a Tingling in the 
Ears, which. ts a Motion like that of the 
turning round in the Eyes. They have alfo 
a Weaknefs in their Legs, and would fall in 
turning round, if they were not fupported. 
Thus that Impreffion is communicated to the 
other Senfes : It is alfo felt in che whole He 
bit of the Body by Tremblings , when the 
Spirits meet with the fame Obftacles in the 
Nerves diftributed through ic. 

You may eafily think, Sir, that this No- 
tion might be improved, and made benefici- 
al to the Pratice of Phyfick, which ong’ 
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r embling, 
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be the principal Object of our Enquiries. 
Nay, the Difeafes of the Lympba might be 
explained according to that Syftem. How- 
ever I fhall do neither of them, before I 


have your Opinion about this firft Efflay. I 
am, O's.

BULL, Jate Lord Bifhop of St. DA- 
VID’s. With the Hiftory of thofe 
Controverfies in which he was enga- 
ged: And an Abjtratt of thofe Fun- 
damental Doétrincs, which be main- 
tained and defended in the Latin 
Tongue.

EORGE BULL, born at. Wells in 
Somerferfbire, the asth of March 1634. 
was a Gentleman by Extraftion, being de- 
fcended from.an Ancient Family among the 
Gentry in that County. His Father, Mr. 
George Bull, died when his Son % was but 
Four Years of Age, and left him an Eftate 
of Two Hundred Pounds per Annum. George 
was placed in a Grammar-School at Wells, 
from whence he was removed to the Free- 
School of Tiverton in Devonfbire, where he 
made fo great a. Progrefs in Claffick Learn- 
ing, that he was fit for the Univerfity before 
he attained the Fourteenth Year of his Age 
From the Free-School of Tiverton he went 
to Exeter-College at Oxford in 1648. and 
quickly got the Reputation.of an able Dif- 
epee, and as fuch was taken Notice of by 
is Superiors, efpecially by Dr Conant Re- 
€or of the College, and Bifhop Pridcaux.. 





Me He was bis only Son. 


Mr.: Bull having refufed to take the Oath 
appointed by the Commonwealth of England, 
left the Univerfity upon that Account in lefs 
than Two Years, and retired with his Tu. 
tor Mr. Ackland to North-Cadbury in Somerfete 
fbire, where he purfued his Studies, till he 
was Nineteen Years of Age, or thereabouts, 
He was then put under the Condu& of Mr, 
William Tiomas, Re&tor of Ubley in the fame 
County. That Divine being a Puritan, 
Mr. Bull made no great Improvement under 
him in his Theological Studies; However 
he contrafted a Friendthip with his Son, 


which proved very beneficialto him. Hi-- 


therto Mr. Bull had {pent all. his time in 
reading little Syftems of Divinity, fuch, as 
Wollebius’s, Ge. but he grew out of Conceic 
with that Sort of Theology, and applied 





himfelf to the Reading of other Authors, . 


fuch as Hooker, Hammond, Taylor, Grotius, 
Epifcopius, &c. His Friend.took-Care to 
fupply. him with the Works of thofe Wri- 
ters, though he could not do it without dif- 
pleafing his Father. Theold Man, who had 
a watchful Eye over Mr. Ball, never found 
any of thofe Books in his Study, without 
expreffing his Anger for it ; and he would 
often fay, My Son will corrupt Mr, Bull. 

Two Years after Mr. Bud, having left Mr, 
Thomas , was ordained Deacon and Prieft in 
one Day by Dr. Skinter, Bifhop of Oxford, 
who had been turned out of his Bifhoprick, 
He wasthen but Twenty One Years of Age. 
A fmall Living of Thirty . Pounds, called 


St. George's, near Briftol, prefenting-it {elf, . 


he accepted it the more willingly , becaufe 
he thought the Men of thofe Times would 
not think.it worth their Pains to-difpoflefs 
him. That Parish: abounded with Quakers 
and other Seftaries , who held very extrava- 

ant Opinions. Mr. Bud by -his conftant 

reaching twice every Sunday, by his found 
Do&rine and exemplary Life, by his great 
Charity , ( for he beftowed above the- whole 
Income of his Living upon the poor ) and 
by his prudent Behaviour, gained the Love 


of .his Parifhioners: Befides he preferved « 
many, and reclaimed others from the-Errors . 


thar prevailed among them. 

A little Accident did very much contri- 
bute to Mr. Bull’s Reputation among his 
Parifhioners , moft of whom were Sea-men.

One Sunday when he had begun his Sermon, . 
as he. was turning over his Bible tovexplain . 


fome. Texts of Scripture which he. had quo - 


ted, 
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ted, his Notes, contained in feveral fmall 
Pieces of Paper, flew out into the Middle 
of the Church. Many laughed at it. con- 
cluding that the young Preacher would not 
be able to go on with his Sermon; but 
fome that were more fober, gathered up the 
f{cattered Papers, and carried them to him in 
the Pulpit. Mr. Ball took thofe Notes, 
clapped them into his Book and fhut it, ard 
then with great Prefence of Mind went on 
with his Difcourfe without the Help of his 
Notes. Whereupon the Scoffers grew feri- 
ous, and conceived a great Efteem for their 
Minifter. 

Another time, while he was preaching, a 
Fanatick came into the Church, and cried 
out, George, come down, thou art a falfe Prophet 
and an Hireling ¥ : The Parifhioners fell up- 
on him with great Pury. Mr. Bad came 
down immediately, refcued the Enchufiaft 
out of the Hands of his Congregation , and 
having proved to him that he was neither a 
falfe Prophet nor an Hireling, went up again 
into the Pulpit, and finifhed his Sermon. 

Mr. Ne/fon gives us an Admirable Defcri- 

tion of Mr. Bull's Method in governing his 
Perith, whereby it appears that he was from 
his Youth an Excellent Minifter of the Gof- 
pel. This Part of his Life is very Glorious 
to him: It is too long to be inferted here. 

Mr. Bull not being allowed to read the 
Liturgy, formed all the Devotions which he 
offered up in Publick , whilft he continued 
Minifter of thar Place, out of the Book of 
Commion-Prayer. His Manner of perform- 
ing Divine Service was attended with fo 
much Zeal and Devotion, that thofe who 
were moft prejudiced againft the Liturgy, 
commended him as a Perfon, who prayed 

the Spirit, thougl at the fame time they 
railed at the Common-Prayer as a beggerly 
Element, and a Carnal Performance One 
Day being fent for to baptize the Child of a 
Diffenter, he made Ufe of the Office of 
Baptifm, as prefcribed by the Church of 
‘England, which he had got entirely by heart. 
The whole Audience, not knowing that it 
was Part of the Liturgy , was extremely af-

of the Child returned him Wal Ai 
intimating atthe fame time that thofe, wha 
entirely depended upon tke Spirit of God 
for his Affiftance in their extempore Effufions 
as he did, were much more edifying than 
thofe who tied themfelves up to premedits. 
ted Forms. Mr. Bull undeceived that Map 

and wrought fo effeQually upon hin and his 
whole Family , thac from that time they al. 
ways frequented the Parifh-Church. 

The Lodgings which Mr. Bull had taken in 
his Parifh were contiguous to a Powde; 
Mill Aftrer he had been there for feveral 
Months, the Gentleman of the Parith and 
his Lady gave him a Vifit, and having repre. 
fented to him the Danger he was expofed to 
by continuing in thofe Lodgings they in. 
vited him to their own Houfe. Mr. py7 
was at laft prevailed upon to accept their 
Offer ; and fome few Days after, the Mil] 
and his Apartment were blown up, on fuch 
a Day and Hour as he had a} ways been in his 
Study, from the time he firft came to chat 
Place. 

Whilft he lived at St. George's, he con. 
ftantly took a Journey once a Year to the 
Univerfity of Oxford, where he remained 
about Two Months to enjoy the Benefit of 
the Publick Libraries. 

In the Year 1658. Mr. Bud married Mrs. 
Bridget Gregory, Daughter of Mr. Alexander 
Gregory the Incumbent of Cirencefter. That 
Lady is ftill living at Breckwock . ‘“* being 
“* determimed to be buried near her decea- 
“fed Huasband, who was there interred;

About the fame Year, 1658. Mr Bul was 
prefented to theReftory of SuddingtonSt. Mary, 
near Cirencefter in Glocefterfhire; and in 1662.

which lay contiguous to the Reftory. The

ym to above a Hundred Pounds a Year. 
“Mr. Bul dilcharged in chole Two Parithes 
the Duties of his Miniftry with all imagi- 
nable Zeal and Application, and lived a mo ft 


Exemplary Life. “ His chief Delight was 
“ in his Books, and bis Study was the Scene 
‘¢ of his moft exquifite Pleafure; and he 
“ ould freely own, with great Affurance, 
“ that he tafted the moft refined Sarisfa&tion 
‘: ia the Purluic of Knowledge that the pre- 
“ feat State of Human Nature was capable 
‘of; and that when his Thoughts were 
“ Jively and lucky in his Compofitions , he 
* found no Reafon to envy the Enjoyment 
“ of che moft voluptuoits Epicure’. He 
{pent the greateft Part of the Nightin Study 
for many Years together, “and contented 
himfelf with littie Sleep, rifing early and 
going to Bed late. It is to this conftane Ap- 
plication that we owe thofe Learned Perfor- 
mances, which he publithed ; for during the 
Twenty Seven Years he was Rector of Sud- 
dington, be-compofed moft of then, as well 
as thofe Sermons and Difcourfes that have 
been newly printed. Several Trattsof that 
Learned Man are Joft, and one among others 
in Anfwer to this Queftion, What was the 
Pifiure of Communicating in the bleffed Sacra- 
ment befare the Dofrine of Tranfudjiantiation 
was received in the Church? In his Reply, be 
fhewed that the Communicants in the mof 
Ancient Times received the Sacred Sym- 
bols in a Bowing or Adoring Potture 


When Dr. Pearfom was about his Vindi-. 


cation of Sr. Ignatins’s Epifties, and fome 
rime before he publifhed his Treatife upon 
that Subje&t, Mr Bull, though very young, 
writ a long Letter co him in Latin containing 
many Obfervations to prove that chofe Epi- 
ftles were Genuine, Dr. Pearfon returned 
him a large Anfwer in the fame Language, 
and gave him many Thanks for the Pains he 
h:d taken, and acknowledged the great Ufe- 
fulnefs of his Obfervations, and the Strength 
of his Arguments. 

The Firft Book publifhed by Mr. Ball was 
his Harmonia Apoflolica, feu bine Differtationes, 
guarum in priore duétrina D Jacobi de Fuftifica- 
trome ex operibus explanatur ac dcfinditur im 
pofleriore confenfus D, Pauli cum Jacobo liquido 
aemonftratur, &c That Piece came out in 
the Year 1669. Ic made a g:eat Noife, and 
occafioned feveral Books written againft the 
Author. Inthe Year 1675. Mr. Bud pubs 





lifhed his Examen Cenfure, Sc. and his 4po- 
login pro Harmonia, &c. Mr ‘Né/fon wives a 
large Account of all thofe Books. and of 
the whole Controverfy. octafioned by the 
Harmonia Apofiviica. 

_ In 1678. Me: Bull was made Prebendary 
of Glocefter. 

In 1685. his Defenfo Fidei Nitena was pub- 
lithed at:Oxford, being printed at the Chars 
ges of Bithop Feli$. Mr. Nelfom does very. 
much enlarge upon’this Work, and fhews in 
a very particular Manner wpon what Occa- 
fion it was written. This Part of his Per- 
formance is one of the moft Curious, Mr. 
Bull writ the Defence of the Nitene Faith, 
whilft he was Re&tot of Suddington, where 
he had been about ['wenry Five Years; and 
for the Space of Twenty Years he had no 
other Prefermenct , but thofe Two Parithes, 
the Income whereof (as I have already {aid}: 
did not amount to above a Hundred Pounds 
a Year. He found himfelf very early under 
a Neceflity of making fuch a Provifion ‘of 
Books, as.might enable him to carry on his 
Theological Studies, which coft bith feveral : 
Hundred Pounds ; for he was none’of thofe 
happy Men, who mey enjoy at all'times the: 
Benefit of large Libraries. His. Pamily 
grew very numerous by a large Stock of * 
Children, who were to be maintained and: 
educated. His Friends were always-recei- 
ved with great Hofpitality, and the Poor 
with a Charity. that bordered upon Profufe- 
nefs. Befides, he had feveral Loffes, and no 
great Skil] in managing an Eftate to the beft. 
Advantage. By-thefe Means he was reduced : 
to great Streights , and at Jaft obliged to feli 
his Patrimony. In fhore, he found himfelf 
in very bad Circumftances, when in the 
Year 1685: he was all of a fudden prefented 
to the Rectory of Avening in Glocefterfhire , 
the Income whereof is about Two Hundred ' 
Pounds a Year. Mr. Sheppard of Minching 
Hampton, the Patron of that Living, and 
Mr. Bad, with fome other Friends happened | 
to be at Afrop-Wells in Oxford{bire , drinking 
the Waters, when the Living became vacanr. 
They were all together with fome other 
Gentlemen, when Mr. Sheppard received the - 
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+ Three Bookfellers having refufed to prints 
that Book, Mr. Bull was fo much difcomraged,. 
that he gave over the Thoughts of printing iz.

Company, that he had a very good Living 
to difpofe of , and mentioned all thofe Qua- 
lifications which he expected in the Perfon, 
on whom he fhould beftow it. What he 
faid, did fo well agree with Mr. Ball’s Cha- 
rater, that every one plainly perceived he 
had him in his Thoughts. But the Modefty 
of that Divine did not allow him to make 
the Application to ‘himfelf'; and therefore 
he took no Notice of it. Some time after 
he went out with fome Gentlemen to walk 
in the Garden ; and then Mr. Sheppard decla- 
red, that he had given thofe Hints, in Hopes 
“that Mr. Bad might.be encouraged by it to 
apply to him for that Living. He added, 
‘that fince his Modefty did not permit him 
to make that Step, he was refolved to offer ic 
to him: Which he did accordingly, as foon 
as Mr. Bull returned into the Room. That 
Divine expreffed his Acknowledgment to fo 
generous a Patron. 

I need not fay that Mr Ball continued to 
difcharge the Duties of a.careful and vigilant 
Paftor in the Parifh of Avening. The fol- 
lowing Paflage is a remarkable Inftance of 
it. “ There was one Ufe indeed he made 
** of a Curate, {ays Mr. Nelfon , which will 
*< appear furprifing, becaufe I believe fel- 
‘* dom or never practifed, and that was to 
‘* admonifh him of his Faults. The Pro- 
“ pofal was from himfelf, that they might 
be apres from that time, to tell one another 
“© freely, in Love and Privacy, what they 
‘* obferved amifs in each other, Ie is cer- 
‘“« tain, this might help to regulate the Con- 
“* du& of his own Life ; but it had this pe- 
“ culiar Advantage, that ic gave him a 
** Handle to find Faule without Offence, 
“* with any thing that appeared wrong in his 
“ Curate ; for when the Liberty was mutu- 
« al, neither of them could be blamed for 
“ the Ufe of it. I relate this Circumftance 
« with the more Certainty, becaufe I recei- 
“* ved the Information of it from the wor- 
“* thy Clergyman himfelf, who was then his 
“* Curate, and with whom this Agreement 
“« was made”.

The Convocation readily confented to ir. 


Whereupon Mr. Bed came to Oxford, and 


was made DoGor in July 1686. without 
paying the ufual weve 
rt. Bull preached with great Courage a 

Strength againft Popery fa the Reign af 
King James; and fometime after the Revo. 
lution he was put into the Commiffion of 
the Peace, in which he continued, with 
fome little Interruption, till he was made a 
Bifhop. 

In the Year 1694. Dr. Bull, being Re&or 
of Avening, publithed another Book printed 
at Oxford with this Title, Judicium Ecclefie 
Catholica trium priorum feculorum , de neceffitate 
credendi Quod Dominus nofter Fefus Chriftus fit 
verus Deus, affertum contra M. Simonem Epif- 
copium aliofque. Mr. Nelfon fhews the Occa. 
fion and Defign of that Book, and gives an 
Abftraét of it. 

The laft Treatife, which Dr. Bwil writ, 
was Primitiva © Apoftolica Traditio Dogmatis 
in Ecclefia Catholica recepti de Jefu Chrifti Sere 
vatoris nofiri Divinitate, afferta atque evidenter 
demonfirata contra Danielem Zuickerum Boruf- 
Sum, ejufque nuperos in Anglia SeFatores, That 
Book was — in London in the Year 1703. 
with all the Latin Works of Dr. Bull. The 
Readers will find here an Hiftorica] Account 
of Zwicker, and his Do€trine, and of the 
Reafons that moved Dr. Bud to write againf 
him and others 

Dr. Grabe colleSted the Latin Works of 
Dr. Bud into one Volume in the Year 
1703. Mr, Nelfon takes Occafion from 
thence to give us Or. Grabe’s Charafter , and 
to inform us how he was fupported in his 
Sicknefs by the Generofity of my Lord 
High Treafurer. ‘* There is one Circum- 
‘* flance, (fays he, ) which related to this 


** Excellent Man, which muft not be omit- 

ted, becaufe it tended fo much to alleviate 

“ the Burthen of his laft Sicknefs ; poh 4 
“* whic 
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Opinion of me is; for I thank my good Ged 1 am 
mot afraid to die: It is what I have expeded 
long ago; and 1 hope I am mot unprepared for it 
now. During the time of his Confinementr, 
he would often have the Family to pray in 
his Chamber at the ufua!l Hour ; and the 
Prayers for the Sick in the Office of the Vi- 
fitation were added upon thofe Occaiions. 
Thofe Prayers were frequently repeated du- 
ring the whole time of his Illnefs, at which 
he always expreffed great Devotion. 

Some few Days before he died, he made 
a publick Confeflion of his Faith in the 
Words of the Apoftles Creed ; and then he 
gavea fhore Account of his Life; running 
over the feveral Stages of it, and making 
ufeful Remarks upon the prineipal Paffages, 
which occurred ineach Stage. He repented 
of all his Sins, and implored God’s Mercy 
in fome fhore but fervent Prayers and Ejacu- 
lations. Afterwards he defired thar all thofe 
whom he had offended, would forgive him ; 
and he forgave thofe who had done him any 
Injury. “ In the laft place, he profefled 
‘* chat ashe hadalways lived, fo he was now 
*\ refolved to die in the Communion of the 
“ Church of England ; and declared that he 
‘< believed that it was the bei? Conftiruted 
“ €hurch this Day in the World ; for chat 
its Do@rine, Government, and way of 
Worfhip, were, in the main, the fame 
‘« vaithi chofe of the Primitive Church. 
Here he put up fome Prayers for its Peace 
and Proiperity ; and declaring again that 
he was refolved to die in its Communion, 
* he defired Abfolution, and received it”. 

The Evening before he died, he perceived 
he had fome Symptoms of the near Approach 
of Death; and being told by the Phyftcian 
that he could not live many Hours, he fent 
for his Wife and.Children, ‘and the reft of 
his Family, and: defired- them to pray for 
him, Afterwards he took his Leave of 
every one in particulars giving each of them 
fome ferious Exhortation and Advice. 
Which being done. he gave them his Bene- 
di€tion, and difmiffed them. He thought 
he could not live above an Hour or Two 
longer ; but, contrary to all Expe&arior, he 
held it out many bhours under his laft Ago- 


ny. 

"le preferved his Underftanding and Me. 
mory to the laft- Moment of his Life. Some- 
temes he joined with thofe thac were prefent 
am .the Prayers for the Sick 5 butte {pent the 


greateft Part of his laft Hours in pious Ne. 
ditations and private Ejaculations. One 
might obferve his Eyes and Hands frequent. 
ly lifted up towards Heaven, and fometimes 
Tears and Smiles fucceeding each other, 

When he found that he continued to live 
feverat Hours longer than he expefted, he 
fent again for his Wife-and Children to his 
Bed-fide, to take his Leave once more of 
them. He thanked all his Servants for the 
Pains they had taken in his Sicknefs. His 
Exhortations ran chiefly upon the great Im- 
portance of Religion, the Vanity of the 
World, the deceitful Nature of Riches and 
Honours, the Danger of a Death-bed Re. 
pentance, and the Necefficy of a good Life 
in order toa happy Death. After thefe Ex, 
hortations, he once more gave'a folemn Be. 
nediction to ‘his Wife and Children ; and 
then he recommended his-Soul into the 
Hands of God, in feveral fhort Prayers out 
of the Seventy Firft Pfalm. Moreover, he 
defired hisChaplain to ufe the Commendatory 
Prayer, when he fhould be at the Point of 
Expiring ; which was accordingly done {c- 
veral' times. 

About Nine in the Morning his Spirits 
began to fink, and his Speech to falter ; and 
atew Minutes after, without any vifible Sign 
of Pain and’ Difficulty, with Two gentle 
Sighs he gave up the Ghoft the 17th of Fe. 
bruary 17¢9-10.. The laft Word he fpoke 
was Amen, to the Commendatory Prayer, 
which he repeated twice diftin@tly and audi- 
bly, a very little while before he died. 

Such was the Death of that Pious and 
Learned Prelate. He was buried at Brecknock 
between Two of his Predeceflors. His 
Grave is only covered with a plain Stone ; 


and the following Epitaph has been engraved 
upon it.

Bifhop Bull lias left behind him a Son and 
a Daughter. His Son Mt Robert Bull’ is af 
prefenc Re€tor of Vortworth in Gloceferpbire, 
and Prebendary of the Cathedral Church io 
the fame Counry, 
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Mc. Nelfon has drawn Bifhop Bull's Chara- 
er in the following Words. “ As to his 
Stature, he was rather tall; and in his 
younger Years thin and pale, bur fuller 
and more fanguine in the middle and Jar- 
cer part of his Age ; his Sight quick and 
ftrong, and his Conftitution firm and vi- 
gorous, till indefatigable Reading and 
Night Studies, to which he was very 
much addifted, at firft impaired, and at 
Jength quite extinguifled the one, and 
fubjefted the other to many Infirmities ; 
for his Sight failed him entirely, and his 
Strength to a great Degree, fome Years 
hefure he died : Burt wharever other bodi. 


“ ly Indifpofitions he contrafted by intenfe 


“ Thinking and a {edentary Life , his Head 


was always free, and remained unaffected 
tothe Jaft. He feemed framed by Nature 
for confiderable Artainments, having all 
thofe Paculties and Difpofitions of Mind, 
which are neceflary thereunto, in as great 
Perfection as moft Men ever enjoyed them. 
And that thefe rich Endowments were not 
beftowed upon him in vain, his Learned 
Writings have demonftrated fo all the 
World ‘In reading of Books his Sagacity 
was fuch, as that nothing could efceape 
his Obfervarion ; and as his Reading was 
great, fo his Memory was equally reten- 
tive; he never kept any Book of Referen- 


‘ces or Common-places, neither did he 


‘ ever need 4 
“ py Faculcy, 


"Together with this hap- 
e was bieffed with another 


‘ thet feldom accom panieth it, in,the fame 


Perfon, ‘and that was an accurate and 


* found Judgmece. 


“ As to the Temperature and Complexi- 


‘on of h's Body, that of Melancholy feemed 


to prevail, but never fo far as to indifpofe 
his Mind for Study and Converfation ;.in 
the latter of which he would be always 
more chearful and pleafant, the betrer the 


‘former fucceeded to his Content. The 


Vivacity of his natural Temper expofed 
him to fharp and fudden Fits of Anger, 
which gave him no {mall Uneafinefs, as 
well as thofe Perfons who were concerned 
in the neareft Offices about him; but 
thofe Firs were of fuch fhort Continuance, 


‘ that the Trouble was foon over , and the 


‘ Goodnefs ‘and Tendernefs of his Nature 


towards all his Domefticks, at other times 
and upon all Occafions, made fofficient 
amends to them for it: Befides, his natu- 
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‘ ral Paflion was fo far fubdued by the Pow- 


er of Religion, as that an evil Word was 
uever heard to proceed from him, even 
when he feemed to be moft trantported 
with ic. He had a Firmnefs and Conftancy 
of Mind, which made him not eafily 
moved, when he had once fixed his Purpo- 
fes and Refolutions; which is no bad 
Temper, when attended with fuch a true 


Judgment as he was Matter of, but rather 
a Virtue of Nature, which many Learned 


and good Men have been deteétive in. 
His natural Courage was a happy Difpo. 
fiction, for that fupernatural Grace of true 
Chriftian Fortitude and Magnanimity, in 
which he was very Eminent, fo that the 
Frowns of great Men in Power could no 


‘more awe him, than popular Clamours 


could fhake his Stedfaftneis. 

“He had early a true Senfe of Religion 
upon his Mind; and though -he made a 
fhort Excurfion into the Paths of Vanity, 
yet he was entirely recovered a confidera- 
ble time before he enter’d into Holy Or- 
ders, and yet he was ordained Prieft at 
One and Twenty. He. wasa very hard 
Student for many Years, and though ‘he’ 
was not unacquainted with moft-Parts‘of 
Learning, yet he chiefly cultivatedsDivi- 
nity, to which he had {olemnly dedicated 
bis Studies. He! fo excelled in his Pros 
feflion, that he was juflly efteemed one of 
the greateft Divines of the Age io which 
he lived, ,and that at a tithe: whencirc 
abounded with great Men. : He officiated 
with great Reverence and) Devotion, it 


all the Duties \of , his Moly Bunion, 


And when he inftru€ted the People frone 
the Pulpit, he enlightned their Under. 
ftandings, and raifed their AffeQions to 
wards Heavenly Things. He had a-great 
Love for Souls, and a tender Compafiion 
for Sinners, which made him never 
defpair of their Recovery, nor negleé 
fuch endearirg Applications as might 
bring thein to Repentance 
“ Amidft all thofe extraordinary Talents 
with which Ged had blefs'd him, itnever 
appeared thet he over-Valued himfelf- or 
deipifed others. For though his natural 
Endowments were of no ordinary Sire, 
and that they were wonderfully invproved 
by Study and Application ; yet his great 
Learning was tempered with that modetft 
and hymble Opinion of ‘it , that it vr

HESE Pofthumous Works of Bifhop. 

Bull confift of XX. Sermons, and V. 
Difcourfes, I cannot give a general Ac. 
count of them in this Article; and there.

Sermon. That Sermon was preached upon 
thefe Words of St. Paw, 2 Tim. IV. 43, 
The Cloak that ] left at Troms with Carpus, when 
thou comeft, bring with thee, and ibe Books, but 
efpecially the Parchments.

explanatory of the myfferious senile veiled
